Ourfan performers have worked hard to bring you the bestin Trek and S-F oriented 
entertainment. We know you'll enjoy The Boogie Knights, The Denebian Slime 
Devils, Reverend Trekwell and of course, Cheap Treks. 


OktoberTrek is always striving to bring you the best and bring it to you on time. I'd 
like to thank them for all their hard work, and invite you to thank them too, if you see 
them at the convention. Members of the programming committee and the committee 
at large are always available to answer your questions and help with concerns. 


DeForest Kelley 


Jackson DeForest Kelley (“De”) is well known for his role as Dr. Leonard “Bones” McCoy in 
Star Trek. He took what was originally intended to be an occasional part and built it into a character 
that became essential to the magic of the series. In 1991, De received a star on the famous 
Hollywood Walk of Fame. 


His childhood was similar to that of Huckleberry Finn. Church activities, including singing 
in the choir, were a major part of his life. He enjoyed singing, was good at it and eventually began 
performing on a radio station in Atlanta. Those radio appearances resulted in an engagement with 
Lew Forbes and his Orchestra at the Paramount Theatre. That was De’s first taste of being an 
entertainer, and he liked it. 


After graduation, during a trip to California to visit his uncle, he reveled in his new-found 
freedom, decided to stay and get a job. He and an older cousin found a house which they turned 
into a gambling den, and although his uncle was a frequent visitor, he never let De play. This gave 
De the chance to learn that gambling wasn’t for him. 


After the gambling house experience, De took various jobs including mopping floors and 
operating anelevatorin a hotel. One day while sitting in a restaurant, Rohn Hawke (who was doing 
local theatre) came over to ask ifhe had any actingexperience. Hawke worked with him, smoothing 
out his thick Georgia accent, then gave the young man a part in a play he was directing. De did 
plays with the Long Beach Theatre Group to gain experience, while working days to pay the rent. 


After a while, De was tested for the part of a baby-faced killer. After 13 takes he was assured 
that he had the part. However, while waiting to meet with the producer, he spotted a piece of paper 
with a line drawn through his name and “Alan Ladd” written under it. This Gun for Hire went on 
to make Ladd a star, and De went back to the theater. 


In 1942, De appeared in The Innocent Young Man with the Theatre Group. His co-star was 
a blonde, blue-eyed beauty named Carolyn Dowling. Their budding romance was all too soon 
interrupted by World War II. He joined the Army Air Corps in New Mexico and Carolyn visited 
him many times. They found a judge who married servicemen free of charge, bought two Indian 
rings and were married on September 7,1945. 


A Paramount talent scout spotted De in a Navy training film, and gave him a screen test and 
a contract that lasted three years. His first part was a starring role in Fear in the Night. It became 
a box-office sleeper--a real hit--and established De as a respected actor. Things were looking good 
until Paramount decided to cut back on their contract players and De’s contract was eventually 
dropped. 


After three years of working in New York, the Kelleys returned to Hollywood. Through luck 
and perseverance, he landed a part in an episode of You Are There. His exceptional performance 
as Ike Clanton in the episode “Last Gunfight at the O.K. Corral” was his first as a heavy, and it 
brought him three movie offers. 


For the next nine years, De’s roles were mostly heavies, and he found the characters 
interesting and challenging. He built up an impressive list of credits, alternating between 
television and motion pictures. Afraid of being typecast, De broke out by doing a television pilot 
called 333 Montgomery, written by an ex-cop named Gene Roddenberry. A few years later, De 
appeared in another Roddenberry pilot, Police Story, which eventually led to Star Trek and the role 
of Dr. Leonard “Bones” McCoy. 


Now, De considers himself a homebody. As he puts it, “Acting became my hobby, and my home 
has become my heart.” De enjoys his garden, where he tends 50+ rose bushes, likes to read 
biographies and work around the house. He has an artistic flair, which includes some painting and 
poetry writing. His poem, “The Big Bird’s Dream”, is a favorite with the fans, and its two sequels 
are destined for the same fame. 


Sharing De and Carolyn’s home, where they have lived since 1962, is “Myrtle”, an octogenar- 
ian desert tortoise. A devoted husband, De seldom leaves town without Carolyn, and she has won 
the hearts of convention committees and fans everywhere. 


Brent Spiner 


OktoberTrek is pleased to welcome Brent Spiner to OktoberTrek 92. Mr. 
Spiner is an extremely versatile actor who has played a wide range of 
characters. 


Originally from Houston, Texas, Brent Spiner traveled to New York where 
he appeared in A History of the American Film, Big River and Sunday in the 
Park With George. At the New York Shakespeare Festival he played Constantin 
in The Seagull. In Los Angeles, Mr. Spiner played the part of Seymour in Little 
Shop of Horrors. 


Earlierthis year Mr. Spiner, along with Jonathan Frakes, Patrick Stewart, 
Gates McFadden and Colm Meaney performed Tom Stoppard's play, Every 
Good Boy Deserves Favour in Orange County. The play combined the talents 
of these actors with the Orange Country Symphony Orchestra in two sold out 
performances. 


Mr. Spiner's television roles include appearances in Cheers, Hill Street 
Blues, Spys, The Twilight Zone and, perhaps his best known role previous to 
Star Trek, Bob Wheeler on Night Court. 


His screen credits include Crazy From the Heart, Miss Firecracker, 
Stardust Memories and of course the cult classic, Rent Control. 


For the last five years Mr. Spiner has portrayed Data, the android, in Star 
Trek: The Next Generation. Last year he produced his first album, Ol’ Yellow 


Eyes is Back. 
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Howard Weinstein 


A familiar guest speaker at Maryland con- 
ventions for longer than he cares to admit, Howard 
Weinstein's next Star Trek novel, The Better Man, 
will feature everyone's favorite 23rd century cur- 
mudgeon, Dr. Leonard McCoy. 


Since early 1991, Howard has been writing 
the monthly adventures of Kirk, Spock and the 
rest ofthe original Enterprise crew for DC Comics' 
popular “classic” Trek comic book. 


His most recent Star Trek: The Next Genera- 
tion novel, Perchance to Dream, spent four weeks 
on The New York Times best-seller list. Howard's 
1990 ST:TNG novel, Exiles, was also a New York 
Times best-seller. 


In 1974, at age 19, Howard became the young- 
est person (or alien, as far as he knows) to write for 
Star Trek. That's when he sold “The Pirates of 
Orion” episode to NBC-TV's animated revival of 
Star Trek (now available on home video). 


Afterthat, he began his regular contributions 
to Pocket Books’ best-selling series of Trek novels, including The Covenant of the Crown (1981); 
Deep Domain (1987), and his first Star Trek: The Next Generation tale, Power Hungry (1989). 


Careful readers of movie credits may also have spotted Howard Weinstein’s name at the 
end of Star Trek IV: The Voyage Home, grouped with others to whom the producers extended 
special thanks. He was one of several writers and scientists consulted by Director Leonard 
Nimoy during ST IV’s story-development stage. 


In addition to his Star Trek stories, Howard has also authored a trio of novels based on the 
NBC-TV science fiction series V--East Coast Crises (with A.C. Crispin), Prisoners and Pawns, 
and Path to Conquest. He’s had assorted articles, columns and reviews in a variety of 
publications, including Starlog Magazine, The New York Times and the New York daily 
Newsday. His Starlog pieces include a profile of Trek actor Walter Koenig, a review of Star 
Trek III, retrospective essays on Star Trek's 20th and 25th anniversaries, and an inside look 
at writing the Star Trek comics. 


Since 1976, Howard has been a frequent guest speaker at schools, colleges, libraries and 
Star Trek and science fiction conventions. His slide-show presentations have entertained 
convention audiences from coast to coast. 


In 1989, this lifelong New Yorker was yanked up by the roots and transplanted to 
Maryland, where he lives with his wife Susan and their short, furry companion--Mail Order 
Annie, F. W. C. (Famous Welch Corgi). Annie often accompanies Howard to conventions, where 
she will happily kiss fans and shake hands but rarely signs autographs. 


Susan works as a computer programmer, Howard is busy developing new writing projects, 
and Annie is content to sleep in the sun, eat whatever she can reach, and be petted endlessly. 


Mare Okrand 


Marc Okrand, the creator of the 
Klingon and Vulcan dialogue heard in 
most of the Star Trek films and in Star 
Trek: The Next Generation, has served 
as linguist for the past nine years. He 
began his professional association with 
Star Trek by contributing a few phrases 
of Vulcan to Star Trek II: The Wrath of 
Khan and then later devised Saavik's 
Vulcan dialogue for Star Trek III: The 
Search for Spock. He also developed 
the Klingon language spoken in that 
film, and expanded the language for 
Star Trek V: The Final Frontier and 
Star Trek VI: The Undiscovered Coun- 
try. To make sure Klingon words were 
pronounced correctly and used consis- 
tently, Marc worked directly with the 
actors and was present during the film- 
ing of almost every scene featuring alien dialogue. Much of the Klingon language heard 
in Star Trek: The Next Generation was created by him or based on his work. 


Klingon, unlike many alien languages heard in science fiction films, has its own rules 
of grammar and pronunciation as well as a reasonably sized (though limited) vocabulary. 
Marc explains how it all works in his book, The Klingon Dictionary published by Pocket 
Books in 1985. A revised edition came out earlier this year incorporating material from 
Star Trek V, Star Trek VI and Star Trek: The Next Generation. 


Along with Michael Dorn, Marc gives an introduction to the Klingon language on the 
audio cassette Conversational Klingon. This has been published by Simon and Schuster 
Audioworks this year. 


Marc has a doctorate in linguistics from the University of California, Berkeley, with 
a specialization in the native languages of California, particularly those formerly spoken 
around the San Francisco Bay area. For several years, he taught linguistics at the 
University of California, Santa Barbara, and has written articles and reviews for several 
linguisticjournals. Born and raised in Los Angeles, he worked in professional radioin that 
city for about six years before turning his attention to languages. 


When not coaching Star Trek's actors in vocalic gymnastics, Marc works to provide 
closed captions for deaf and hard-of-hearing television viewers. His primary responsibil- 
ity is managing the captioning of nationally broadcast news and special-events programs. 
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Margaret Wander Bonanno 


Margaretis the author of four mainstream novels (A Certain 
Slant of Light, Ember Days, Callbacks and Risks) and an unau- 
thorized biography of Angela Lansbury, all of which are hope- 
lessly out of print. As a S/F author, she has written The Others 
and Otherwhere, which are more or less available in hardcover 
from St. Martin's Press, and a recently-completed third book in 
the series, Otherwise. It is her sincere hope that Tor Books will 
see its way clear to produce the trilogy in softcover someday. 


Wearing her “Rick North” hat, Ms. Bonanno is the author 
of Young Astronauts #4 and #6, and is currently at work on Books 
7 through 9 in that young adult series. 


Perhaps best known for her Star Trek novels, she has written Dwellers in the 
Crucible and Strangers From the Sky. She is not the author of Probe. That distinction 
belongs largely to Gene DeWeese, although Ms. Bonanno will take credit for the Praetor’s 
funeral scene, which was taken from Music of the Spheres, the novel she actually wrote. 
(Yes, it’s a long story!) A manuscript copy of Music will be available at auction at 
OktoberTrek. 


Ms. Bonanno lives in New York City with her husband, daughter and son, and 
assorted four-legged critters. 


Dr. Yoji Kondo 


OktoberTrek is pleased to welcome Dr. Yoji Kondo as a 
guest this year. Dr. Kondo, a N.A.S.A. astrophysicist, has been a 
popular speaker at area Media and S/F cons for many years, 
including Shore Leave, Disclave and Balticon. 


An authority on space science and science fiction, Dr. Kondo’s 
talks are always informative, entertaining and thought-provok- 
ing. 


Recently, he edited Requiem: New Collected Works by Robert 
A. Heinlein, and Tributes to the Grand Master. This volume 
features previously unpublished (in book form) works by the 
prolific S/F pioneer, as well as tributes by his colleagues. Many of the tributes were read 
at the 1988 ceremony in Washington D.C. where Mrs. Virginia Heinlein received a 
posthumous award for her husband, given for service to the Space Program. Dr. Kondo was 
instrumental to the presentation of this award. 


Under the pseudonym Eric Kotani, Dr. Kondo has co-authored five S/F novels. 


Dr. Kondo serves as director of the International Ultra Violet Explorer (IUE) satellite 
observatory, and as Project Scientist for the Extreme Ultra Violet Explorer (EUVE) 
satellite. He holds an appointment as a full professor at George Mason University. 


Carmen Carter 


Although Texas was a breeding ground for science fiction writersin 
the 1980's, Carmen Carter did not start writing until after she graduated 
from the University of Texas at Austin and moved away to the East 
Coast. The culture shock of her first summer in Brooklyn, New York 
served as the inspiration for her first story sale. “Summer Heat” 
appeared in the July 1981 issue of Twilight Zone. 


Despite that early success, several years passed before Carmen was 
able to make another serious attempt at being an author. 


Choosing to write a Star Trek novel and hoping that her fondness 
for the characters would serve as an incentive to keep on plugging, her 
next project took two more years to finish. Pocket Books published 
Dreams of the Raven in June of 1987 andit stayed on the New York Times Bestseller List for four 
weeks. 


After that, Carmen accepted an assignment to produce a Next Generation novel within three 
months. She had forgotten how slowly she writes and how much it hurts. Fortunately, Carmen 
responds well to deadlines. The manuscript for The Children of Hamlin was turned in only one week 
late and hit the bookshelves in November of 1988. 


To the annoyance of Thisbe, her cat, Carmen quickly returned to her free-lance work and 
growing involvement with Macintosh computer graphics. However, the siren call of Pocket Books 
was not silenced for long. Within a year, Carmen was involved in a collaboration with three other 
Trek authors. The result --in June of 1990 -- was Doomsday World by Carmen Carter, Peter David, 
Michael Jan Friedman and Bob Greenberger. 


Carmenis currently working in computer graphics and still dreams of having a top-of-the-line 
Macintosh at home for use as a combination writing machine and cat bed. 


Arne Starr 


Arne Starr started out in high school doing mechanical 
drawing in order to possibly become an engineer/architect or 
something. After deciding that was boring, he switched to art 

and set his path towards doing illustration. After a scholarship 
at a NY art college, he went on to years of advertising illustrations 
and storyboards and even a little animation. 


Once he determined thatit was comicillustration that he wanted 
to do, he started as an assistant to comic artist Dick Giordano, working 
on comics such as Batman, Superman, Wonder Woman and many other main DC Comics. After 
co-inking Legion of Super-Heroes for a couple of years, he got his chance to work on some solo inking 
projects, and then was given his first miniseries, Power Girl, followed by Star Trek: The Next 
Generation (both courtesy of Bob Greenberger). After a Hollywood strike forced a year without 
Trek, they came back to life and he was moved over to the classic Trek series, starting with the Star 
Trek V adaptation. 


Amidst all this, Arne is also a GEnie Sysop (General Electric Information Systems Operator), 
and as an assistant in the Science Fiction and Fantasy Roundtable (SFRT) is in charge of the Star 
Trek categories, where Trek professionals as well as Trek fans can all talk together via their 
computersfrom home. Arne is also the Head Sysop ofthe Comics Roundtable on GEnie. His handle” 
or address online is STARR. Arne lives in Connecticut with his wife Micki and his sons, Devin and 
Jordan.

If a presentation is to be made at any time during the 
convention, including to or by any guest star, the presenta- 
tion MUST be approved by the OktoberTrek Chairman and 
Committee. 


Each person will be held financially responsible for any damages he/she causes to the 
hotel or convention property. Parents will be held financially responsible for such 
damages if caused by minors. 


NO SWORDPLAY AT ANY TIME. 


You must wear your OktoberTrek badges to gain admittance to all Convention Areas 
unless otherwise designated. Badges are NON-TRANSFERABLE. A replacement 
fee of $5.00 will be charged for lost badges. A badge will only be replaced one time. 


Attendees of OktoberTrek are expected to follow Maryland's Drug and Alcohol Abuse 
laws. The drinking agein Marylandis 21. Immediate expulsion from the convention 
will result from a violation of these laws. 


Violation of any convention rule is subject to interpretation by convention security 
and/or Chairman. 


*Convention Area means any programming room, including, but not limited to, art show,

All Film Rooms and Dealers Rooms are Open to the Public. 


Please Note: Admission to the convention does not guarantee a seat in the 


programming rooms. Seating is on a first-come, first-served basis. We are 
limiting admission to 1500 per day to prevent overcrowding in the main pro- 
gramming areas. We will have closed-circuit monitors in the hallways outside 
the Hunt-Valley Ballrooms showing the events occurring on stage.

American Sign Language 


When Riva lost his chorus in the ST:TNG episode “Loud as a Whisper,” he found that he could only 
communicate by using a language that did not rely on sound. The language he used was American Sign 
Language (ASL), the native language of the actor, Howie Seago, as well as more than half-million other 
Deaf people in the U.S. and Canada. In fact, ASL is the third most widely used language in the U.S. today. 
It is a visual-gestural language created by Deaf people. Gestural means that the words and grammar 
of ASL are composed of specific movements and shapes ofthe hands and arms, eyes, face, head and body 
posture. These movements or gestures then serve as the words and intonation ofthe language. Visual 
means that since ASL uses body movements instead of sound, “listeners” or receivers use their eyes 
instead of their ears to understand what is being said. Thirty years of research by social scientists and 
linguists have proven that ASL is a full and complete language capable of conveying abstract thought 
and differing from English in structure, vocabulary and rules for conversation as much as any other 
spoken language. ASL employs specific facial expression as part ofits grammar and imparts meaning 
through a distinctive use of space. The Deaf community in the U.S. and Canada also have a rich and 
diverse culture and history. More important than actual hearing loss in defining who is a member ofthe 
Deaf community is “attitudinal deafness,” i.e., supporting the values of that community which include 
awareness and support of political issues affecting Deaf people, the desire to participate in social 
functions within the Deaf community and, of course, the ability to understand the use of ASL since the 
values and goals of any community are transmitted by its language. 


In the panels on Saturday and Sunday, we will explore some ofthe aspects of Deaf culture and have 
an opportunity to learn some of the fundamentals of American Sign Language. Videotapes featuring 
native users of ASL will be included in the presentation. 


Richard DeAcetis teaches American Sign Language in the Foreign Language Department of Oakton 
High School in Fairfax, Virginia. His educational background includes extensive coursework in ASL and 
the linguistics of ASL as well as interpreter training. He is an active member of a number of Deaf 
organizations and spends much of his time in activities related to the Deaf community. 


Do You See What I See? 


Imagine yourself without sight. Now, imagine yourself faced with the following everyday situa- 
tions: How am I dressed? Do my shoes or socks match? Is my hair/makeup attractive or adequately 
applied? What time is it? When I speak to others, how do I know they are listening to me when I can’t 
see their faces or expressions? How do I read or answer my mail? How do I sew on a button or enjoy 
hobbies? If I live alone, how can I care for myself and my house? 


These are just a few problems that face an individual with sight loss. There are many ways the above 
tasks can be accomplished by the visually handicapped. All of this, however, takes time, patience and 
the desire to relearn the basic functions of everyday living. To the newly handicapped individual, this 
change may seem nearly impossible. 


DO YOU SEE WHAT I SEE? is an educational program designed to make the sighted public more 
aware of what visual handicaps are all about. The general public is presented with non-medical facts 
about what visual handicaps are, and how to deal with people they meet or members of their family that 
have vision problems. This workshop is also a hands-on demonstration that introduces the sighted 
person to what those with visual handicaps see -- or don’t see. A technique called “sighted guide” is 
taught, and vision aides are discussed as well as the white cane and guide dog. Reference material is 
provided on common eye problems as well as the Seeing Eye Program, and the challenges of blindness. 


Bonnie Guyan is the founder/coordinator of a sight loss support group in the Johnstown, Pennsy]- 
vania area by the name of VISTA. She is also the co-founder of the Johnstown Radio Reader (a radio 
station designed primarily for the ‘print handicapped’) where she hosts a weekly radio show called the 
VISTA UPDATE. Bonnie Guyan is a licensed practical nurse and is herself visually handicapped.

MISSION TO RECORD YOUR ZINE(S) OR STORY(S) (New, Old, In-or-Out-of-Print) and 
make them accessible to fans who are unable to read them otherwise. The donation or loan of a copy 
to be used for taping would be greatly appreciated, but is not a pre-requisite. (If you have already 
taped your zine and want to retain distribution rights, we will gladly list you in our catalog as “Also 
Available.” Please contact us.) 


OUR GOAL is to establish a Library of master tapes which we will duplicate upon request onto blank 
tapes supplied or purchased by patrons. In this way fans who cannot read regular print can own the tapes 
to read and re-read at their pleasure. This is a Non-Profit service dependent on donations for materials and 
operating costs and on volunteers for operation. We are focussing on Trek and Mixed-media zines, but will 
respond to interest in other TV/movie fandoms. 


PLEASE NOTE that to insure that this service is used only by eligible patrons, we will be disseminating 
tapes in a format that will sound like gibberish in a normal cassette player. Our tapes can only be played on 
specially modified cassette players, which are provided free by the government to Americans who are certified 
as unable to read regular print. (Readers will use conventional machines to record — we will re-master the 
tapes.)
